One of the Most Systematic Robbing | ri 
Schemes on Record—Discovery and Ar- 
rest of the Leaders—The A. B. C. Union 
was Very Expensive for the Retail 
Grocers.

NEw YORK, December 5.—A widespread con- 
spiracy to fleece the retaii grocers of this city, 


mention of which was made in these co!umns yes- 


terday, was checked by the arrest of several 
of the congpirators during the day, but not until 
the grocers had been victimized out of nearly 
$20,000. The prisoners, so far as arraigned befure 
Justice Power in the Yorkville Police Court yes- 
terday, were Cliristian Krooz, a milk man of Har- 
lem, who is alleged to be thechief conspirator; 
Joe Faste, aged 20 years, clerk for A. Poppenhou- 
sen,a grocer at No, 899 Second avenue; Henry 
Precht, 21 years of age, clerk for L. Anderson, No. 
810 Second avenue, and Herman Feitjer. 18 years 
of age, clerk for Henry Fullel at No. 823 Second 
avenue, Other. arrests are looked for 
to-day. The judicial examination was 
set down for 3 o’clock this afterndon. Krooz 


was bailed out by bis brother in $600, and Teitzer 
was released on his parole, as it was his confes- 
sion that discovered the plot. He is to be used as 
State’s evidence. The other persous were re- 
manded to jail. 
THE STORY OF THE CONSPIRACY, 

which has existed for nine months, and from 
which, it is belived, very many retail grocers in 
the city have suffered, embraces the formation of 
@ secret society known asthe A. . Union. 
The members were sworn to steal at least $125 a 
month from their employers, for which they were 
to receive in case of sickness §2aday for each 
member in the union, and at the end of the year, 
ifthey desired to embark in business on their 
own account, $3,500 was to be given them from 
thé general fund. The Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion, learning of the conspiracy, took charge of 
the prosecution in whe interest of trade, with 
Judge Strekler and Charles Strekler as their 
counsel. At the attorneys’ office, yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Chas. F. Bussing, president of the Gro- 
cers’ Association, in detailing the circumstances, 
said: “Mr. Fuller has two clerks, his ne hew, 
Diedrich Meyer, and Tietzer.

Ths Trial of the Conspiracy Case 
To-Day. 

All the Evidence For the State In—A 
Brilliant Speech for the Defense by 
Chester Krum—The Court Asked to In- 
struct the Jury to Acquit. 


At the afternoon session of the conspiracy case 
yesterday. John W. Campbell, Unief of Police, 
was called. After some few questions, Campbell 
went on to explain what he meant oy saying that 
he was sorrv about the way he bad talked to 
Caruth. He said that when Kerwin had accused 
him by saying that the Board was a set 
of political bummers, and that the resignations 


of all the mombers was bela by outside parties, 
he went down to Caruth, and in conversation 
about this matter stated that the man who had 
accused him as above described was a coward and 


he that he had talked 
60 86 roughly Mrs. Caruth’s presence. 
Campbell swore that he had never said be would 
cut Kerwin’s —— out,and drag them around the 
street. He had not made that threat about But- 
ler either, but he bad said that the trouble was 
enough to make him cut somebody’s —— out. He 
next detailed bis conversation with Dr. Lutz, oa 
the evening that the Board bad removed 
bim. He told Luiz he admitted, 
on the steps of the Four Courts, that 
he would get even with him, if he waited ua- 
til his hair was as white as the driven snow.

AT 11:10 0’CLOCK THIS MORNING. 

The crowd in the Court was small, and there was 
little interest manifested. The defendants and 
ail the attorneys in the case were present early. 
The jury were asny promos in attendance. After 
the jurors had been polled there was a 
wait, and Messrs. Lodge, Bliss and Kent, 
Lhe attorveys for the State, held a whispered con- 
suliation within the bar. After the talk, Mr, 
Lodge said: “if your honor please, we have sent 
a3 & witness. He will be here ina few min- 
ules. 

Another waitensued. Judge Noonan read the 
paper, avd the persous inside the bar indulged in 
chat: ‘ln five minutes, Mr. Lodge arose and said: 
“Onderthe rulings of your honor, the State here 
rests ils case.” 

MR. KRUM 
here arose and said, “If your honor please, we 
“SK yOu to give the following instructions to the 
jury. Under the evidence introduced by the 
DSiate, the Court orders the jury to acquit all the 
defendants.” lu support ol this position Judge 
Krum spoke as follows: 

If the court please. The case of the prosecution 
being now closed iv behalf of the defendants, beg 
leave to submit an instruction to the jury to 
acquit all of thedefendauts. In trespassing up- 
on the indulgence of the court while presenting 
the grounds upon which this instruction is based, 
it not be deemed impertinent to suggest that if the 
facts established by the testimony do not come 
up to the extravagant geveralities of the indict- 
ment (as Was said upon the memorable occasion 
by the greatest of American lawyers), it will not 
be the first time inthe history of public affairs 
when the results of the war have not quite come 
up to the lofty and sounding phrase of the mani- 
festo. it will not be deemed impertinent to sug- 

t also that upon the side of the defendants in 
his case the onslaught by the prosecution was 
viewed, perhaps, with some degree of apprehension. 
We had anticipated from the delicately chiseled 
lips of our brother, Kent,in opening the case to the 
jury,a biast {rom boreal regions calculated to 
pierce and congeal the defendants to the very 
marrow of their bones. But, if the court please, 
much to our agreeable disappointment, his utter- 
ances were as softasthat gentle zephyr that 
kissed the trees,and they dia make no noise when 
Troilus climbed the Trojan walls and sighed 
his soul toward the Grecian tents where Cressid 
lay thatnight. The persuasive voice of our dis- 
tinctive brother hadeven then a “dying fail.’ 
- came our ears like the 
sweet breathes upon a 
bank of violets stealing and giving odors.’’ 
And such has been characteristic of the conduct 
and demeanor of all the learned brethren who 
have been retained to represent the State in this 
case. Possibly the scarcity of facts at the com- 
mand of the prosecution has had something to do 
with the midness of their conduct. Ithas been 
mild rather than suggestive of treason, stratagem 
and spoils; neither of our brethren has been 
leonine in his roarings, but rather has cooed as 
softly and as gently as & “sucking dove.” Now, 
may it please the Court, that have at least 
placed myself upon the basis of fraternai feeling 
with my brethren upon the other side,I beg to 
joquire what the facts are which haye been estab- 
lished in support of the extraordinary generali- 
ties of this indictment. The defendant stands 
charged with having conspired to obstruct the 
due administration of the laws in relation of the 
setting uP and Keeping of gambling devices; to 
obstruct the due adininistration of tue laws in re- 
spect to lotteries and gift enterprises; and, fur- 
thermore, to obstruct the due administration of 
what is so definitely and clearly described iu the 
indictment as Chapter 6 of the Revised Statutes, 
in relation to the police of the City of St. Louis. 
The witnesses who have been examined in sup- 
port of the indictinent have been few in number, 
and the facts establisbed by their testimony have 
been guite as scarce as even the limited number 
of the witnesses themselves. 
STARTING WITH MR. KINKEAD, 
the prosecution demonstrated at the very thresb- 
oid of their case, as faras concerns that branch 
of the indictment in regard to the obstruction of 
laws in relation to keeping and setting up gamb- 
ling devices is concerned, that there was no oc- 
casion at any time covered by the period of the 
conspiracy for the administration and enforce- 
ment of any of the laws of this State in regard to 
gambling in the city of St. Louls. 

The lestimony of Mr. Kivkead is explicit to the 
effect that om ling as such absolutely ceased 
during the lifetime of the Police Board known as 
the Simmous and Maxon Combination. Outside 
of this one fact nothing fell from the lips of Mr. 
Kinkead which is waterial in any respect to a 
single aspect of ithe controversy before this jury. 
It is true that he did testily coucerning a confer- 
ence ghela in the ssick room of Mr. Carruth, one 
of the defendants, at which members of the Po- 
lice Boara, including Mr. Kinkead, heard sugges- 
tions from defendatits, Who were not members of 
the Board, iu regard to changes inthe police 
furce; but in that regard the entire testimouy of 
Mr. Kinkead establishes the fact that those indi- 
viduals who were dropped from the police force 
at that time were properly dropped be- 
cause of the inability of the Board to retain them

We are much nearer 
Mexico than France or — we and can offer 
better inducements than they can. Why. just 
think: you ean ride from here to Chihuahua tn 
only a few days time, and before ——- you can get 
into a car here and ride clear to the City of Mexi- 
co. The Mexicans are very friendly to us. If we 
want any business facilities In that country we 
can get them ior the asking. They pay cash and 
buy largely. ‘Now, it strikes me that efforts 
should be made to secure and retain alk the cus- 
tom we can get. There are 160 members in the 
Spanish American Club. A large number of them 
are young men who have beeu industiiously study- 
ing Spanish for some time and have succeeded 
in attaining considerable proficiency in the 
language, Some ot these youug mien are ein- 
ployed in commercial houses where business is 
doue with’ Mexicans, and their services are very 
valuable as mediums of communication.’

Chairmanships Characterized -as Rare Plums 
— Mr. Morrison, of lilinois,to Have the Most

WASHINGTON, Dec. §.—The new Speaker is ve 
busy with bis committee work. Of course he gets 
plenty of advice from the press as to the suitabill- 
ty of this or that person for this or that office, but 
he does not see fit to take all the advice thus of- 
féred, or, indeed, any of it, for if he should begin 
to do so he would find himself in a very much 
muddled state before he had gotten a tenth of the 
way through the list. The task is, indeed, a seri- 
ous one, and one in which he finds it difficult to 
ask davice, as every man is liable to be governed 
to some extent by prejudices, or to some personal 
or political ambitions, or in no other phase of life 
do these influences appear to be so far reaching 
and so intertwined with every motive. There are 
forty-three committees of the House, to say noth- 
ing of four or tive “joint” committees of which 


the Senate furnishes a portion, and nearly a, 


dozen special committees. These committees 

have from ten to fifteen members each, thus mak- 
ing seven or eight hundred places into which the 

320 members must be crowded. Of course the 
chairmanship of the more important committees 
is, i each case, considered 

A PLUM OF RARE VALUE 

and flavor, and’ there are many applicants for 
the positions, or at least many who would like to 
getthem. The make up of these committees 
has so powerful an influence on legislation, that. 
the greatest care is required in selecting men 
suitable for the positions, A Speaker who has a 


particular line of policy to follow in regard to na- 


tional or other topics, may by a proper make up 
of his committees so arrange that every Dill ofa 
nature antagonistic to his pet theories or 
schemes. if he has any, will’ .be throttled at its 
birth, or rather before it is bérn.a@aThe power of 
the Speaker over legislation is most despotic. He 
makes up the committees of inen favorable to apy 
particular theory, or with even a majority of their 
members of such disposition, and the remainder 
of the tlouse may introduce bills antagonistic to 
the views of the majority until they grow gray 
with age and the exercise of this privilege, and 
yet they cannot get action on them. Out of the 
ten thousand bills ingroduced in the last Coneress 
not one-third, probably not one-fifth, ever got 
beyond the committees to which they were re- 
ferred. This was not in every case, or half the 
cases because of 
OPPOSITION TO THE SENTIMENTS 

of the bills introduced, but because of the fact 
that the bills themselves were never reached in 
the regular order of procedure, or if reached, were 
only discussed and not acted on, The committee 
have rooms at the Capitol builaing, just across the 
corridor surrounding the House, and in those the 
comniilttees meet at 10 or 11 o’clock in thejmoruing, 
once, twice, or sometimes three or four times a 
week, for as each man must be ontwo or three 
committees, it is difficult for them to meet oftener 
than that. Their sessions usually occupy the 
forenoon, unt noon, when the House meets, and 
all committees must ciose their labors, untess they 
are given special permission tosit during the 
session of the House, and that permission is not 
often asked. 

The Committee on Ways and Means is consid- 
ered by far tle most Important of the committees. 
It frames all tariff legislation before being? pre- 
sented for the action of the House, andto it all 
bills of that nature, and all bills relating to the 
gneral financial condition of the country are re- 
ferred, Its duty is as indicated by the name, to 
look after the ‘‘ways and means” of providing the 
funds for the 

SUPPORT OF THE GOVERNMENT. 
In other words, it assumes the position ordinarily 
occupied by the husbana in the family, of pro- 
viding the ““‘wherewithai’”’ for the support of the 
family, while the position of wife is filed by the 
committee on appropriations, who spend the

Receipts at St. Paul continue to be heavy, the 
storage room being rapidiy absorbed. At the 
rate at which the cereal is being pushed forward 
from the country, it will not be many days before 
all the room that can be allotted for wheat in the 
elevators will be completely filled. The amount 
already in store is 800,000 bu,—[St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.——C. A. King & Co. of Toledo give the fol- 
lowing for the benefit of the unsophisticated in 
produce business. The remarks are worthy ot a 
wide circulation: “Contracts for grain for future 
delivery are like any other contracts for gooas to 
be deiivered in the tuture. The actual delivery 
occurs as frequently as in any other trade. Over 
20,000,0v0 of the present visible supply of wheat is 
ofthe speculative grades. The only optional 
part isthe day of delivery of the grain, and it’s 
the principal’s duty to provide him with sufficient 
margin to protect the contracts until maturity. 
All contracts are made subject to the rules of the 
respective Boards of Trade, which authorize the 
closing of contracts where either party, buyer or 
selier, refuses to margin as requested. Margins 
are merely the security for the fulfiliment of the 
contract.”——*“Let there come a hard freeze, and 
you will see th€ biggest scare in wheat over wip- 
ter-kiiling reports, and an advance that will freeze 
the shorts all out, but corn will decline.”—{From 
“The Shattered Shert; or, Split by a Straddle,” 


by J. R. M.——Certain Cbicago parties believe 
the stock of wheat 1p their market will be 15,.000.- 
000 ba by spring.——A shipment of corn was made 
from this market a few days ago, all of which 
graded No. 2 here, and the shippers 
of this ‘corn were particular in obtaining 
the best of the No. 2 corn in store here; 
yet when this shipment arrived in Chicago the 
inspectors in that market would only grade it 
new mixed.

CIVIL RIGHTS AGAIN, 

Senator EpMUNDs comes promptly to the 
front with a new civil rights bill, the object 
of which, he say s, is to secure to the colored 
citizens rights guaranteed to them by the 
Constitution, but practically denied to them 
by discriminations on account of race or col- 
orin the administration of the laws. He 
proposes to accomplish this by processes 
strictly in accordance with the Constitution 
as expounded by the late Supreme Court de- 
cision, and if his bill really promises sucha 
consummation we hope it will pass without 
a dissenting vote from the Democratic side. 

3ut from the telegraphic synopsis of the 
bill we fear the Senator is only treating the 
colored race to another brutum fulmen, like 
the original civil rights law, or like his futile 
law against polygamy. There is now no law 
discriminating against any citizen on account 
of race or color, and no court can nor will 
enforce such a law, because it would be un- 
constitutional. If any new remedy is re- 
quired to secure to any citizen, white or 
colored, the enjoyment of any right the Con- 
stitution confers upon him, let us have it, in 
the name of the Constitution and in the 
name of equality before the law. Senator 
EpMUNDs’ bill, however, unless there is 
more init than appears from the synopsis, 
merely holds out to the colored man the de- 
lusive hope of securing something which 
existing law does not guarantee to any man, 
white or colored.

In a late number of your paper I find the fol- 
lowing:

I 
consider Prohibition by the State, as advocated 
in Missouri,undemocratic, wrong in principle, im- 
practicable, and, if adopted, the prolific source of 
perjury, disregard of law, and social meanness. 

Whilst these have been, and are, my opinions, 
which I am ready at all times to enforce by my 
voice and vote, I have always said, and say now, 
that every member of the Legislature should rep- 
resent the will of his constituents as to the qnes- 
tion of submission, or any other public question, 
and that he alone can determine what the will of 
the electors in his county or district may be. The 
Democratic party does not seek to thwart or de- 
feat the will of the people, and, whatever may be 
my opinions or those of any other citizen, the 
will of the majority must govern.

Feasible Routes There, 


Horse, Cable or Elevatec?—Necessity of 
Platting the County—An Interesting Re- 
port—The Hose “L” Road Bill Recome 
mitted. .

Some 
time last summer the Council, by resolutions, re- 
quested the President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements to give some study to the question of 
rapid transit to Forest Park,and to suggest a 
horse, cable and elevated railroad 
route. Colonel Filad replied in one 
elaborate 
reports ever sent from the body of which he is the 
chief. The members of the Council listened to it 
with rapt attention, aud there was not a dissent- 
ing vote to Mr. Stone’s resolution that 500 copies 
of the report be printed in book form, and that 
the accompanying plat be handsomely mounted 
and framed, aud hung in the Council Chamber. 
The report deals with the practicable routes to 
the park, and incidentally calls up the absolute 
necestity of an immediate platting of the newly- 
acquired territory. After proper preface, and ac- 
kuowledgement of the resolution, 
COL. FLAD SAYS: . 
‘“‘The request expressed in the resolution that 1 
should recommend three routes, either by ele- 
vated, cable, or horse railroads, and either in 
connection with the street railroads nowin part 
coustructed towards Kings’ Highway, either by 
ove of the present tracks west of Fourth street, 
or by any other route which would give communi- 
cation between Fourth street and Forest Fark, I 
will attempt to comply with so far as the insuffi- 
cient data at hand, the lack of any skilled assist- 
auts who could be intrusied with the collection 
of such data, and the limited time which the reg- 
ular duties of my office. allowed me 
to devote to the subject would admit. 
The conclusion at which Lhave arrived is that 
the three routes to Forest Park which would best 
subserve tle public, without injuring the private 
interests, should be located on Lindell avenue, 
Forest Park boulevard and Clayton road. Lindell 
avenue is.a contiuuation of Olive street, and the 
route over these two streets is the shortest ones 
possible between Fourth street and Kings High- 
way, as they form almost a straight line. The 
width of Lindell avenue, from Grand to Kings 
Highway, is 100 feet, and the grades, 
if, established as now proposed, will 
consist of two unbroken planes, with the exce 
tion of the vertical deflections, one near King’s 
Highway to allow the Beit Railroad to eross the 
avenue in a tunuel, and the other between Grand 
and Cabanne avenues. The maximum gradieuvt on 
this avenue is 3-15 feet in 100 feet (between Ca- 
banne street and Vandeventer avenue.) The 
great width of the street and the adoption of n 
proper cross section for its improvement would 
remove all reasonable objection on the 
of p The _ side- 
feet wide; 
next to each sidewalk a strip 24 feet wide pianted 
with a double row of trees, might be reserved for 
arailroad track and for gas and water pipe, ete. 
This would leave a roadway 32 feet wide, amply 
sufficient to accommodate all the travel that may 
ever be expected. In this wav the cost of improvy- 
ing the avenue would be greatiy reduced, while 
its beauty would be enhanced, and the more ob- 
noxious features on ordinary street rail- 
roads be remvuved. If the road were 
operated by cabie, for which this route is particu- 
larly well adapted, both by alignment and gradi- 
ents not only westef Grand avenue, but along 
Olive street to Fourth. As the Missouri Raiiway 
Company is already operating a doubie track raii- 
rouad from Fourth street to Channing avenue, it 
would seem proper that this company be granted 
the right 
TO EXTEND A DOUBLE TRACK 
to King’s Highway, on condition that 
within a period of five - years, it 
reconstruct its road as a cable road 
Irom Fourth street to Grand avenue, or through- 
outits whole length within ten years. By this 
measure, the pubiic demand for increased tacit. 
ties in reaching Forest Park could probably be 
accommodated in the shortest time, property 
along Olive street would be accommodated by the 
change in the system of operation, and on this 
roule there would be some prospect of 
such a road es & paying = invest- 
ment. The great facility with wiiich a 
cable road can increase its carrying capacit 
at any time would do away with the overcrowd- 
ing ol cars, which is now a great suurce of corm- 
plaint. What condition as to pecuniary compen- 
sation for the right of were and whatrules in re- 
gard to the operation of the road shoula be im- 
posed on the company, may safely be left to the 
wisdom of the Municipal Assembly. 
Whenever the construction of 
AN ELEVATED ROAD 
to Forest Park shall be deemed necessary, Forest 
Park boulevard, in' my opinion, wouid 
offer the best route on which a road of this kind 
could be located without depreciating its value as 
a general thoroughfare, provided tne improve- 
iment of the boulevard {is properly planned. I 
would propose to locate the elevated tracks in the 
center of the boulevard on @ strip 30 feet wide 
planted with shrubbery and flowers and bounded 
on each sidé with a grass plat 24 feet wide each 
and sidewalks each 12 feet wide would 
occupy the sides of the boulevard.

The Lucas-Wainwright Catcher, Who is 
He?--Interesting Gossip From New

Official notification has been received by the 
several clubs belonging to the League Association * 
and Northwestern Association that James 
O’Neill’s contract with the St. Louis Club has 
been received by Secretary Williams and duly ap- 
proved, and this settles that player’s status for 
the season of '%. As Mullane’s successor a coi- 
parison between the two will be very lateresting, 
and it is certain that O’ Neill will be a very worthy 
successor te Tony so far as twirling and batting 
is concerned. Tony in the list of American 
Association pitchers stood number eleven in the 
fielding records, playing in fifty games, naving 
166 chances offered and a percentage of .889 ac- 
cepted. O'Neill stands last in alist of seventeen 
League pitchers as fegards fielding, but has a 
much better showing as regards his effectiveness 
in pitching in six games. is opponenis went 589 
times to the bat, making 168 hits—a general aver- 
age of 285; his standing beating that of Burns of 
Detroit, Coleman and Hogan of Philadelphia, aud 
being witbin three points of Goldsmith of Ch 0, 
and within sixteen points ef Weidman of Detroit. 
Considering theirs is based upon sixteen games

The 
1 uter is one of the beat catchers mm the country, 
and last season he cominanded the highest salary 
paid any ball player, receiving $3,200 for his 
work. His salary bas been lewered somewhat, 
but officers of the New York League Club 
say that Ewing has too mucb sense 
to break his contract with the New 
Yoi.. ejub and accept an engagement with ap or- 
anization that canpot afford to pay him the sum 
e receives in New York. Besides this, by leav- 
ing the New York Chub he would be debarred 
from playing in clubs of any of the recognized 
associations. This would naturally make Ewing 
remain where he is, even if the St. Louis manager 
promised him a much larger salary than tuat now 
given. A member of the New York team, a friend 
ot Ewing, said, in apeeting vf the matier;: “Whea 
you catch Ewing asleep you will kKuow it. He uses 
inore judgment ia maKing out bis contracts thau 
any other player in the League, and, in business 
matters, be is more like a banker than a ball 
player. You can depend on it, if Swing plays at 
all next year, it will asa member tue New 
York club.” Another well-knewn ball player 
thinks that the mea signing with the St. Louis 
club are doing it for the advance money they will 
receive, aud tiuat they will refuse tw play there 
wheu the season opens, as Was the case with sev- 
eral American Assvciations clubs last year.

The 
grounds selected are very suitable for playing, 
but are not adjacent to the different elevated rail- 
roads like the Polo Grounds. They can be reached 
conveniently, however, by the Second avenue 
read, which has stations at One Hundred and 
Fifth and One Hubdred and Eleventh streets. 
Manager Mutrie says he has a winning nine. and 
that they will draw if they played in Astoria.
